The small inlet on the west shore was cold and
flowing, however, no gravel was observed.

The water quality is adequate to maintain a coldwater fishery.
The pond was stratified and although there was a deficiency in
the hypolimnion, the thennocline was well oxygenated.

This small fishless pond is located 1/3 mile from a logging
road in Prentiss Twp. There were no marked trails to the
pond and there was no sign of any fishing activity around the
shore.

The shoreline is quite steep and some ledges are present
along the northeast shore. The immediate shoreline is
predominantly shrubs and softwood. Boulders were
scattered along the silty bottom of the pond. A large beaver
dam on the outlet was holding approximately 2 feet of water
at the time of the survey. The channel below the dam
contained rocks and some gravel that could potentially
provide spawning habitat, although beavers had inundated
this area in the past. While the outlet was not very steep near
